13.8 per cent less than last year. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, council leader, 
said: “The figure of £4,507,000 allocated 
to help us deliver services in 2011/12 is 
below what we were expecting, even 
after making adjustments for the 


Chancellor’s announcements in 
October. 

“The figure represents a drop in grant 
of £722,000 for 2011/12, which 
represents 13.8 per cent less than we 
received from the Government last year. 
Our settlement for 2012/13 is reduced by 
a further £495,000, which equates to 10.9 
per cent. 

“However, as any prudent council 
would, we have already taken a stringent 


approach to the 2011/12 budget, with all 
services working to seek 30 per cent 
savings from their budgets. 

“We must now seriously consider 
what today’s announcement might 
mean for residents of Forest Heath.” 

The council has warned that some of 
its more than 200 employees could face 
redundancy.

Villagers hit out over 
electricity switch-off 


VILLAGERS were left to 
shiver in near-freezing 
temperatures when their 
electricity was cut off for 
eight hours for planned 
maintenance work. 

Around 100 homes at Lidgate 
were affected last Thursday 
when power was switched off to 
allow trees near overhead 
cables to be cut back. 

One resident said: “It’s been 
very cold and this should have 
been put off to another day. It’s 
not an emergency - we have a 
lot of elderly people in the 
village and many people have 
expressed concern.”

Chris Bliss, chairman of the 
parish council, said: “I wasn’t 
aware that the power was going 
to cut off until the day before. 

“I know one of our parish 
councillors did phone the 
electricity people to see if the 
work could be postponed, but I 
don’t think they got anywhere. 

“We haven’t got gas in the 
village, so people rely on 
electricity or solid fuel for 
heating unless they have 
bottled gas.” 

A spokeswoman for UK 


Power Networks said the 
company was investing more 
than £17 million this year to 
trim back trees from overhead 
powerlines. 

He added: “If branches touch 
the lines it can cause a fault or a 
loss of supplies, especially 
during storms and windy 
weather. 

“As part of this, we arranged 
for our specialist contractor to 
carry out urgent tree trimming 
work in the Lidgate area on 
December 9. 

“In order for this work to be 
conducted in safety, we needed 
to temporarily interrupt power 
supplies to about 100 cust¬ 
omers in the area from about 


8.30am to 5pm. 

“Our maintenance pro¬ 
gramme is an all-year-round 
operation although during 
severe weather, particularly 
when temperatures fall below 
freezing, we usually postpone 
scheduled work which affects 
power supplies to customers. 
That decision is usually made 
on the day.” 

He said it was usual policy to 
notify customers well in 
advance so they could prepare 
for a lack of power. 

“The industry rule is 
normally two days before the 
work, but in this case we 
provided about eight days’ 
notice,” he said.

Residents 
want curb 
on nightlife 

A CALL for a curb on Newmarket’s 
nightclub scene is one of the 
recommendations in a draft ‘vision’ 
for the town drawn up by the town 
council. 

The draft is the result of responses 
of more than 500 people to 
questionnaires sent out by the 
council this summer. 

More than half who responded 
thought the town’s reputation as a 
“nightlife” centre was a bad thing 
and deterred some people from 
visiting the town in the evenings. 

One of the more than 80 
recommendations in the document, 
which has now been published for 
further comment, says: “New¬ 
market’s nightclub scene, with its 
attendant propensity for drunk¬ 
enness and disorder, should be 
curbed in favour of more balanced 
entertainment appealing to a wider 
audience.” 

The draft vision also calls for 
tighter monitoring of advertising 
outside some of the town’s clubs. 

Among the other recommend¬ 
ations is one which suggests the 
debate over putting a statue on the 
town’s Clocktower roundabout 
should be reopened. 

A statue of King Charles II was 
previously suggested by people 
associated with the town’s 
horseracing industry, who would 
also have financed it. But the project 
was dropped after opposition by 
members of the town council. 


Police mount pub 
and club checks 


POLICE, together with council 
officials and fire officers, carried 
out unannounced checks on pub 
and club licences on Saturday. 

The IMPACT event also involved 
checks that door staff had the required 
licences issued by the Security Industry 
Authority. 

Trading standards officers made 
checks on under-age drinking, with 
young volunteers making test purchases. 
Police drugs dogs were also used. 

The event was staged in response to 
concerns about the town’s “night time 
economy” in the run-up to Christmas. 

Insp Neil Ireland, who heads police 
safer neighbourhood teams in the Forest 
Heath district, told town councillors on 
Monday that no serious problems were 


uncovered. 

“Generally, things were good,” he said. 
“There were some areas for devel¬ 
opment for various premises and we will 
be concentrating on them. 

“Well-run premises contribute to 
reduction in crime.” 

He said that crime in the town was 
down, with a total of 1,427 offences 
recorded since April compared to nearly 
1,700 in the previous year. 

There has been a 13 per cent cut in 
public order and harassment and an 11 
per cent reduction in anti-social 
behaviour. 

Insp Ireland said additional officers 
would be drafted in to Newmarket 
during the Christmas and New Year 
period from other parts of Suffolk to 
help reduce crime on the streets when 


the town is busy, with revellers visiting 
the nightclubs and late-licence bars. 

■ Villages near Newmarket, including 
Lidgate and Cowlinge, have seen a 
“dramatic” fall in crime as a result of 
work by the St Edmundsbury Rural 
South police Safer Neighbourhood 
Team. 

The team has acted to reduce thefts of 
lawn mowers and other equipment from 
farm buildings and garages on rural 
properties. 

The latest crime statistics reveal a 37 
per cent decrease in burglaries, with 46 
fewer victims from the beginning of 2010 
to the end of November compared to the 
same period last year. 

There has also been a 28 per cent 
reduction in overall crime, with 121 
fewer victims.

A spokeswoman for neigh¬ 
bouring St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which in¬ 
cludes the Haverhill area, said: 
“We had budgeted for a 10 per 
cent cut in grant, meaning that 
we were expecting £5.667 
million grant from Govern¬ 


ment. The announcement 
today is that we will get £5.210 
million, meaning a cut of 17.3 
per cent. 

“If we freeze council tax we 
will receive the equivalent of 
2.5 per cent in council tax from 
the Government (on top of the 
grant), which for SEBC is 


£168,000. 

“Therefore, assuming we 
can deliver a freeze in council 
tax, our net position this year 
will be a grant cut of 14.6 per 
cent. 

“Our total gap for 2011/12 is 
around £460,000 (an extra 
£212,000 as a result of 


yesterday’s grant announce¬ 
ment). 

“We have already delivered 
in excess of £2 million savings 
for 2011/12. We will be able to 
cover the gap this year through 
using our reserves but we will 
need to identify further savings 
during the next year.”

The 40th anniversary of life-saving medical 
charity Magpas could also mark its closure 
next month. Reporter RAYMOND BROWN 
asks why it is on the brink of folding. 


T HEY deal with life 
and death situations 
on a daily basis but 
now Magpas Helimedix 
volunteers and supporters 
are in a state of 
emergency. 

A man trapped in a crane after 
it toppled into a freezing lake 
and a cyclist struck by a Land 
Rover are just two of the most 
recent incidents of 800 attended 
by medical teams from the 
charity in the last year. 

But the much-loved medical 
team are now under threat, 
triggering a massive effort to 
save the organisation. 

Unless it receives a huge cash 
boost, its work may have to end 
for good. 

Funds are running out and 
this could be the last Christmas 
for the charity. 

It has launched a massive 
one-in-a-million appeal for 
support, urging residents in 
Cambridgeshire to give at least 
£1 each to the cause. 

And founder Neville Silverston 
has made a desperate appeal in 
a last ditch attempt to save the 


charity. He said: “I think the 
reason the charity is in trouble is 
that they have just taken their 
eyes off the ball as regards 
fundraising and publicity 
because they have been too 
busy in the coal face. 

“They have just been very 
busy. Magpas is a very 
sophisticated set up and it has 
set the standard of care and led 
the pack. The message I would 
like to get out is that everyone 
who goes on the roads, be it 
cyclists, motorists, van drivers, 
lorry drivers and pedestrians 
should contribute to the charity 
as an investment. 

“Since it was created in 1971 it 
has responded to 50,000 
incidents - and next time it 
could be you, so please dig deep 
for everyone’s sake.” 

Daryl Brown, chief operating 
officer, said: “Magpas is an 
inspirational organisation. With 
over 50 of the country’s leading 


medics working on helicopters 
and land vehicles we are able to 
mobilise to any medical 
emergency in the East of 
England. 

“Having been dispatched to 
over 800 incidents so far this 
year Magpas Helimedix have 
saved numerous lives and have 
reduced the suffering of those 
most in need. 

“Sadly, Magpas will have to 
close after Christmas if we do 
not receive the funding we 
desperately need. I urge the 
public to dig deep and give 
generously to this amazing 
charity.” A host of leading figures 
have come out to support the 
charity. The High Sheriffs of 
Cambridgeshire and 
Bedfordshire called on 
businesses and communities for 
urgent action to keep Magpas 
going.

Court warning after arthritis man 
used cannabis to ‘numb the pain’ 


MAGISTRATES have issued a 
warning to habitual cannabis 
smokers who use the drug to 
numb pain. 

It comes after 54-year-old 
Richard Durr, who suffers with 
severe arthritis, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Police officers swooped on his 
home in Cornmills Road, So- 
ham, on November 16 and 
found a cannabis grinder and a 
small plastic bag of cannabis 
residue. 


Durr pleaded guilty to a charge 
of possessing a controlled drug of 
class B at the city’s courthouse last 
Thursday. 

Veronica Candy, mitigating, 
explained how her client used 
cannabis “from time to time” 
because of his medical conditions. 

Mrs Candy said: “Mr Durr walks 
on two crutches as he has severe 
arthritis in one of his hips. 

“He’s currently waiting for a hip 
replacement but doesn’t know 
when that will be. 


“He’s also waiting for a cataracts 
operation so really is in poor 
health. 

“He uses cannabis from time to 
time to numb his pain, although 
knows his prescribed medication 
is what he should stick to.” 

Durr was fined £30 and ordered 
to pay £15 victim surcharge. 

Nicola Silverleaf, presiding 
magistrate, said: “Let this be a 
lesson to you and everyone out 
there. Prescribed drugs are what 
you should use to treat pain.”

Market 
traders 
in plea 
to move 

MARKET traders want to 
move their stalls to a town’s 
High Street in a bid to 
attract more customers. 

The stall holders at 
Newmarket have appealed 
to the town council to 
support the move, which 
they believe will revive the 
market - and shopping in 
the town. 

Andrew Neal, one of the 
market traders, told the 
town council: “The town as 
whole is, we feel, dying on 
its feet and the market is a 
large part of that. 

“This is probably the 
worst state the market has 
been in, in terms of decline. 
We really need to focus on 
bringing the stalls into the 
High Street, where the 
shops will benefit.” 

He said all the stall¬ 
holders had agreed that 
they wanted to move into 
the High Street to increase 
the footfall of potential 
customers, rather than 
being ‘hidden away’ on the 
Market Square at the end of 
the Guineas shopping 
centre. 

“This Saturday, there 
were only three stalls on the 
market and I’m asking for 
your support for a three- 
month trial relocation in the 
High Street,” Mr Neal told a 
meeting of the council. 

He said the move would 
benefit Forest Heath 
District Council, which 
would net around £15,000 a 
year in additional parking 
charges on the Market 
Square if it was no longer 
used two days a week for 
the market. 

The district council, 
which currently operates 
the market, is seeking 
tenders from private 
companies to take over the 
operation. Mr Neal said 
stalls could be set up in 
parking bays along the High 
Street. 

But Cllr Bill Burch said 
the suggestion was “un¬ 
workable” on safety 
grounds. 

“It’s dreaming to think 
that moving the market 
would make any diffe¬ 
rence,” he said. 

Cllr Jonathan Richer said 
the suggestion should be 
“seriously considered.” 

But Cllr Richard Fletcher 
said a recent survey of 
residents and visitors as 
part of the town council’s 
‘vision’ for the future of the 
town had shown that only 
58 people thought it was a 
good idea to move the 
market. But 360 people 
wanted to see a better 
standard of market stalls. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys sugg¬ 
ested that the issue should 
be referred to the comm¬ 
unity services committee’s 
meeting on January 10. 


THE results for a school, where 
lessons are held in temporary 
buildings after a major fire, 
have been hailed as “utterly 
amazing” by the acting 
headteacher. 

St Felix Middle School, 
where the buildings were 
burned down in an arson 
attack in 2008, is operating 
from Portakabins. 

Like other middle schools in 
the Forest Heath district, it is 
due to close in 2012 as part of 
Suffolk County Council’s 
switch to two-tier education. 

The Key Stage 2 league table 
results showed that 65 per cent 
of pupils achieved the required 
level in English, with 89 per 


cent reaching the level in 
maths. The number of those 
reaching the required level in 
both subjects was 63 per cent. 


The school was ranked 94th in 
the county. 

Greg Sadler, the acting head, 
said: “The improvement the 


school has made has been 
utterly amazing. We’ve had a 
huge pat on the back from the 
local authority. 

“It’s a step in the right 
direction, as long as we can 
maintain it at the point of 
closure.” 

Newmarket’s other middle 
school, Scaltback, had a 76 per 
cent result in English and 81 
per cent in maths, with 73 per 
cent reaching the required 
level in both subjects. The 
school was rated 61st in the 
county. 

Riverside Middle School in 
Mildenhall boycotted the tests. 
But College Heath Middle 
School in Mildenhall had a 73 


per cent result in English, 65 
percent in maths and 58 per 
cent getting the required level 
in both subjects. The school’s 
county rating was 106. 

In Haverhill, Parkway 
Middle School achieved 86 per 
cent in English and 75 per cent 
in maths with 74 per cent of 
pupils achieving the required 
level in both subjects. The 
school was ranked 56th in the 
county. 

Chalkstone Middle School 
pupils achieved 78 per cent at 
English, 76 per cent at maths 
and 68 per cent of pupils 
achieving the required level in 
both subjects. The school was 
ranked 77th in Suffolk.

My wife and I 
frequently visit the home and have not 
noticed any great change with other 
residents. 

My mother has been informed 
verbally, and in writing, of all the 
delays and the reasons for them. I also 
have been rung by Sylvia Chilvers and 
her staff on numerous occasions to 
update me of the current position. 

It is unfortunate that the telephones 
had to be disconnected but this is a BT 
workload problem. Again, Mrs 
Chilvers has written to all residents 
explaining the problem and stating 
that there are phones available for 
residents to use to contact relatives 
and also giving numbers for relatives 
to use to contact residents. There is no 
reason whatsoever that your 
informant’s mother cannot contact 
her, as stated. 

Mrs Chilvers and her staff have 
worked tirelessly to try and ensure the 
smoothest transfer possible and this 
criticism is unjust and hurtful. 

If anyone should be criticised it is the 
building contractors, but even they 
cannot foresee the bad spell of 
weather we have recently had. 

To call Keith Leonard House a “living 
hell” is an insult to all the hard 
working staff and carers at this 
excellent home. 

I always thought one of the first rules 
of journalism was not to publish 
unless all your facts were correct. This 
type of sensationalism is what we 
have come to expect from The Sun, 

The Daily Star and the Daily Mail, not 
a respected provincial paper. 

I feel that your newspaper and your 
“mystery” informant need to 
unreservedly apologise to Sanctuary, 
Mrs Chilvers and her staff.

Cannabis-growing brothers caught 
in drugs raid were ‘out of control’ 


TWO brothers caught with cannabis 
worth more than £3,000 in their 
home have told magistrates they are 
“glad” they got caught. 

Shaun Audus, 38, and his 
younger brother Terry Audus, 33, 
admitted that their lives were 
“spiralling out of control”. 

Police officers swooped on the 
siblings’ house in Orchard Row, 
Soham, on August 20 after receiving 
a tip-off. 

They found five cannabis plants 
growing in the garden and another 
plant on a window sill. 

Officers also found a bag of 
cannabis weighing lO.lg in Shaun 
Audus’s bedroom, a tin of cannabis 
near the fireplace in the living room 
and a bag of cannabis beneath Terry 
Audus’s bed weighing 216.5g. 

A small quantity of cocaine was 


also found in the kitchen alongside 
other drug paraphernalia. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
explained how the six plants, if fully 
cultivated, had a potential yield of 
£1,920. 

The bag of cannabis found 
beneath Terry Audus’s bed had a 
street value of £1,251 and the bag 
found in his brother’s bedroom had 
a value of £57.40. The 0.64g of 
cocaine was worth £33. 

Mrs Mardell said: “On October 1, 
another search was carried out at 
their home where a bag of cannabis 
weighing 1.8g was found in a jacket 
pocket. Terry Audus admitted it was 
his and said it had actually been 
there when police first visited the 
house and that they had missed it.” 

The pair appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last week where 


they each pleaded guilty to a charge 
of possessing a controlled class B 
drug. 

Shaun Audus also admitted one 
count of producing a controlled 
drug of class B and possessing a 
controlled drug of class A. 

Unrepresented in court, Terry 
Audus said: “When our dad died 
everything changed. Our lives have 
been spiralling out of control and I 
am glad we got caught, to be 
honest. Now we can sort ourselves 
out.” 

His brother added: “I just wish 
we’d never started in the first place.” 

The brothers were fined £260 
each and ordered to pay court costs 
of £85 and a victim surcharge of £15. 
The court also ordered that all drugs 
seized from their property are 
destroyed.

Prosecutor Robert Sadd told 
Ipswich Crown Court that the 
officers found McKendrick 
naked and splattered with mud 


in the garden on July 4. 

McKendrick started scream¬ 
ing and ran towards the officers 
with a metal patio chair held 
above his head. 

Mr Sadd said that Special 
Insp Miller tried to block 
McKendrick’s way with a 
wheelie bin but it failed to halt 
his progress, and he struck the 
officer on the head, back and 
shoulder. 

They used a deterrent spray 
on him but he continued to 


struggle violently and bit 
Special Inspector Miller on the 
elbow while growling like a dog. 

The officers suffered ab¬ 
rasions, bruising and swellings. 

McKendrick, who admitted 
causing grievous bodily harm 
to Special Insp Miller and 
actual bodily harm to Pc 
Crouch, was sentenced to 12 
months in a young offenders’ 
institution, suspended for two 
years. He was also ordered to 
carry out 200 hours of unpaid 


community work under the 
supervision of the probation 
service. 

Joanne Eley, in mitigation, 
said that McKendrick, who had 
no previous convictions, had 
taken LSD and was suffering 
from “extreme hallucinations” 
when he attacked the two 
police officers. 

Miss Eley said: “He doesn't 
excuse his behaviour in any 
way and takes full respon¬ 
sibility.”

THE humble robin is a traditional 
Christmas symbol in Britain. The 
red-breasted bird is often 
depicted on our festive greetings 
cards and Christmas gift 
wrapping. 

The robin is appreciated for its splash 
of colour against a bleak, winter 
garden, as well as for its cheery nature 
and beautiful song. However, there is 
more to this chirpy creature then just 
cute Christmas cards of it posing on 
snow-covered post boxes and nesting 
in old copper watering cans. 

Robins live throughout Europe 
(except the far north) and western 
Siberia. We notice an increased number 
of robins in the UK during winter 
months as robins in colder climates 
move to warmer wintering gathering 


grounds during the autumn. 

Robins who live in close proximity to 
people can become rather tame, 
especially towards avid gardeners. 
Some cheeky robins have learned to 
take advantages of unearthed worms 
caused from gardeners digging and 
turning the soil. 

Male robins are very territorial and 
sing to proclaim their territory - what 
sounds like a cheerful winter song to us 
is actually a warning of occupation to 
other robins in the area. The birds mate 
and nest in late March, females build a 
nest from dry dead leaves and moss in 
crevasses in trees, wall cavities or 
undergrowth. 

Because robins don’t build traditional 
nests with twigs and sticks and instead 
simply line holes and crevasses is why 
we hear tales about nesting in old 
watering cans and Wellington boots. 

The female lays between four and six 
small white to slightly blue speckled 
eggs which she incubates for two 
weeks. 

At two weeks old the chicks can fly. 
By this time the father feeds his 
offspring for a further three weeks until 
the chicks become independent at 
around five weeks old, meanwhile the 
female rears her second brood. 

Chicks are not born with the 
trademark vibrant red breast feathers. 
They shed their juvenile feathers to 
make way for their splash of red on 
their breasts. 

Not many robin chicks get to show 
off their new red feathers with pictures 
poses on top of snow covered post- 
boxes or pine-trees because more than 
a half of the chicks die during their first 
year. However, robins can live up to the 
ripe old age of five years, which is 
something to sing about. 

So spare a thought for this festive 
little bird this Christmas and leave out 
some tasty Christmas treats on your 
bird table, like bacon rind or a stuffing 
ball.

S TANDING on the 

doorstep of John Rutter's 
cottage, set deep in the 
countryside in an almost 
impossibly tranquil spot, 
there's not a single sound to 
be heard - save for the 
strains of piano music, 
drifting from inside the 
house. 

It’s not hard to understand why 
John feels inspired in this place. 
Nestled in the shadow of Chrishall 
church, which sits high on a little 
mound outside the main village, his 
‘composing cottage’, as it’s known, 
looks out on a picture-perfect view 
of fields, trees and, at the moment, 
a dramatic stormy sky. 

“As a composer you can’t really 
control the flow of inspiration,” 
explains John, leading the way into 
the cottage’s kitchen. “All you can do 
is create the kind of conditions in 
which you hope it will arrive... And

if you’ve got to be miserable 
because things aren’t going well, I 
think you may as well be miserable 
somewhere nice.” 

Thankfully for all of us, the Muse 
is on John’s side. Among the most 
esteemed composers and 
conductors of his generation, he is 
known the world over for, in 
particular, breathtaking choral 
works - take his 1990 Magnificat 
(notably performed at the memorial 
to the New York firefighters who lost 
their lives on 9/11). 

But John is arguably best-known 
- and certainly best-loved - for his 
carols. In total, the 65-year-old has 
written around two dozen; the most 
familiar are the sweet Shepherd’s 
Pipe Carol (which has sold more 
than a million copies in sheet music 
alone) and the Nativity Carol, 
penned when John was still a 
schoolboy.

Over the next few weeks, his 
carols will be sung in umpteen 
schools, churches and cathedrals 
and heard daily on the radio waves; 
cheery and eminently hummable, 
his tunes are guaranteed to put a 
smile on your face. 

There was a time, admits John, 
settling down at the kitchen table 
with a mug of fresh coffee, when he 
rather resented the public’s focus 
on his festive work. “I went through 
a phase of being slightly in turmoil 


about my Christmas music: I 
thought it made it difficult for 
people to take me seriously writing 
anything else,” he explains. “But I’ve 
made my peace with all that now. I 
think of my carols as little calling 
cards, which maybe reach out to 
people who don’t come across 
anything I’ve written during the rest 
of the year. And I’d rather be known 
for some of what I’ve written than 
none.” 

John’s back catalogue is vast. He 


has been making up his own music 
since he was a tot, picking out notes 
on his parents’ out-of-tune upright 
piano: “The previous occupants of 
our flat had actually left it behind; 
my parents couldn’t play, so it sat 
there rather hopelessly in a corner 
until I discovered it when I was 
about 5 or 6.1 can still remember 
sitting there, picking away... I 
couldn’t read music, of course, but I 
must have picked out something 
that made sense to me.”

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Although he has no known musical 
forebears, John, former student and 
director of music at Clare College, 
Cambridge, says the desire to make 
music was ‘somehow very strongly in 
me, from a very early age’. 

His talents recognised at nursery 
school, John was invited to audition for 
St Paul’s, aged 7; an only child, he 
refused on the grounds he didn’t want 
to become a border and, instead, won a 
day place at Highgate School - also with 
an impressive reputation for music. 

John’s years at Highgate were 
formative. A contemporary and friend 
of one John Tavener - “If I’d known he 
was going to get a knighthood, I would 
have been nicer to him” - he says the 
school’s musical life was vibrant; among 
other things, its choir sang for the 
recording of Benjamin Britten’s War 
Requiem, said by many to be the 
pinnacle of his career. 

It was while rehearsing Bach’s B 
Minor Mass that John realised music 
was his calling. “You don’t choose music 
as a way of life, it chooses you. I 
remember singing that mass and 
thinking ‘Nothing could be better than 
this. If anyone ever tried to part me 
from it, I’d be heartbroken’.” 

John started writing down his 
compositions, or ‘little doodlings’ as he 
calls them, when he was about 10. “I 
wasn’t by any means a prodigy by the 
standards of Mozart or whatever. 

And it was tough having to compete 
with John Tavener! We used to show 
each other what we’d written, but John 
used to get us to actually perform his 
work; I was always there, singing along 
somewhere... But I didn’t really have the 
confidence to do that with my pieces.” 

A music degree at Clare followed; 

John has enjoyed a special relationship 
with the college, where he is now an 
honorary fellow, ever since. In his 
second year, a supervisor suggested 
staging a concert to get some 
experience of conducting; as it was 
close to Christmas, John decided to put 
some festive songs on the programme: 

“I wrote the Shepherd’s Pipe Carol for 
that concert and got the Nativity Carol, 
which I’d written at school, out of a 
drawer and dusted it down.” 

The concert came to the attention of 
the legendary Sir David Willcocks, then 
director of music at King’s College. “I got 
a note saying ‘Would you like to present 
yourself in my rooms at King’s at 9am 
on Monday? Bring your manuscripts’. 

So, shaking in my shoes, that’s what I 
did. I went to his rather grand rooms 
and shyly handed over a small pile of 
paper, which he looked at and didn’t say 
a word. It was quite heart-stopping at 
the time. 

“Then he looked up, a twinkle in his 
eye, and said ‘Would you be interested 
in these being published?’...” 

As has since become legend, less than 
a week later John signed a retainer with 
Oxford University Press; he’s been 
earning a living through composition 
ever since. 

John and his American wife Joanne, 
who live in Duxford (John only retreats 
to the Chrishall cottage to write), had 
two sons, Christopher and, seven years 
his junior, Nick. Following in his father’s 
footsteps, Christopher went up to Clare; 
tragically, in his first year, he walked out 
of a concert one night, was knocked 
down by a car and died. He was only 19. 

“It’s coming up for the 10th 
anniversary, which is quite a milestone,” 
says John. “As anyone who’s experienced 
a bereavement will tell you, you don’t 


get over it, you just get better at dealing 
with it. 

“I didn’t write very much at all in the 
first two years after Christopher’s death. 
Whether I would have written more if 
he had still been alive, I’m not sure. But 
I was worried that I would never be able 
to enjoy composing, or music in 
general, ever again, and was very 
relieved to find that I still could. 

“At the time of Christopher’s death, 
everything was going along nicely; 
maybe I always had a slight feeling of 
‘This is too good to be true’, which was 
borne out when Christopher was 
knocked down on Queen’s Road. It 
brought home the fact we’re not in 
control, no matter how hard we try to 
be; it made me realise how random life 

is. If you’d met me 20 years ago, I was 
probably more cocky, but all that was 
knocked out of me. 

“No life is for nothing, however short; 
Christopher was only 19, but he 
touched far more lives than I think he 
ever realised. Yet there was so much 
amazing potential there that could have 
just been wonderful... If you can’t deal 
with that, you can’t function. You have 
to strive not to be haunted and 
embittered by it; you have to look it in 
the face and carry on. 

“Joanne and I chose to carry on. We 
have lots of other blessings.” 

Among those blessings is Nick, now 
taking his turn as a Clare undergrad, 
and John’s still sparkling career. As well 
as composing and conducting all over 
the world - he has a special relationship 
with audiences in the States, in 
particular, and has done five Carnegie 
Hall concerts this year alone - John has 
his own recording choir, The Cambridge 
Singers (founded with the help of 
Harvey Brough of Harvey and the 
Wallbangers fame, a former Clare 
chorister), and his own record label, 
Collegium. 

He has worked with many of the 
music world’s greatest icons, from Sir 
William Walton to Sir Paul McCartney. 
The latter asked John to compose a 
section of A Garland for Linda, his 
musical tribute to his late wife. “He’s a 
thoroughly nice guy which, considering 
the kind of life he leads, with a minder 
never far away, is, I think, quite an 
achievement. And he’s a sublimely 
gifted songwriter too.” 

Much of John’s most adored work is of 
a religious nature. So does he have 
faith? “When I’m setting a religious text I 
am a fervent believer,” he says. 

“Whether you’re setting something 
sacred or secular, you have to believe in 

it. And I often find sacred texts among 
the most inspiring. 

“But when that experience is over, I 
go back to being what I am the rest of 
the time - agnostic. Like a lot of 
musicians, I describe myself as a friend 
of the church: music is a mystery; faith 
is a mystery. There aren’t any Richard 
Dawkinses among us. 

“I’ve been sent Bibles and prayer 
books by people in the past, but I don’t 
want to be a hypocrite: to pretend 
something you don’t really feel is not 
good, it’s not honest. Having said that, I 
want to be buried with the full 
ceremony of the Church of England; I’ve 
got a long-list of 83 pieces to be played 
at my funeral.”

in the interests of all students and Forest 
Heath District Council will play its part 
in raising standards.”

The council’s overview and scrutiny 
committee decided to act after hearing 
that GCSE results lagged behind the 
national and county averages. 

Across the country more than half the 
students at Key Stage 4 get five or more 
A*-C grades. In Suffolk 48.7 per cent 
reached the standard last year. 

But only 36 per cent of students at 
Mildenhall College of Technology and 43 
per cent at Newmarket College achieved 
the grades. 

Councillors are puzzled by the poor 
GCSE results as Key Stage 2 standards in 
English and maths are around the 
national and county averages. 

Cllr Robin Miliar, the committee 
chairman, said: “What is concerning is a 
dip in Key Stage 4 attainment. No-one 
can explain why that happens after 
performing so well at Key Stage 2. We 
want to find out what more can be done 
to support schools to do even better. It is

THE CHRONICLES OF 
NARNIA: THE VOYAGE OF 
THE DAWN TREADER

THERE’S action and adventure ahoy in 
the third book of CS Lewis’s 
enchanting Narnia series. 

Following on from the daring 
escapades of Prince Caspian, The 
Voyage Of The Dawn Treader sets sail 
without the two eldest Pevensie 
children, Peter (William Moseley) and 
Susan (Anna Popplewell), and press- 
gangs some fresh talent to carry the 
series into the choppy waters of the 
fourth book, The Silver Chair. 

Director Michael Apted bows down to 
the current fad of 3D format but this 
version barely takes advantage of the 
eye-popping possibilities. 

Most of the cast return with the 
notable absence of Eddie Izzard as the 
voice of sword-wielding mouse, 
Reepicheep. He’s replaced by Simon 
Pegg, who rouses the cast into action 
by telling the children: “There is no 
honour in turning away from 
adventure.” 

The film opens with Peter away at 
university and Susan in America, 
consigning Lucy (Georgie Henley) and 
Edmund (Skandar Keynes) to a 
miserable stay with stuffy cousin 
Eustace Scrubb (Will Poulter). 

He collects insects and can’t think of 


anything nicer than pinning his 
relatives to the wall like butterfly 
specimens. During a fight between 
Edmund and Eustace, a painting in the 
guest bedroom magically transports 
all three to Narnia and onto the titular 
vessel captained by Drinian (Gary 
Sweet). 

Eustace is aghast but Lucy and 
Edmund settle in quickly as Narnian 
royalty, reuniting with King Caspian 
(Ben Barnes) and Reepicheep (Pegg) 
aboard The Dawn Treader. 

It transpires that Caspian is on a quest 
to locate the swords of seven lost 
noblemen and the Pevensie children 
pledge their support, encountering the 
White Witch (Tilda Swinton) and the 
majestic lion Aslan (Liam Neeson) 


along the way. 

The Voyage Of The Dawn Treader is 
the most crudely constructed of the 
films, loosely stitching together the set 
pieces with comical altercations 
between Eustace and his cousins. 
Inevitably, the new boy discovers the 
hero within, while Lucy learns lessons 
about self-confidence and beauty. 
Production design is impressive and 
the script introduces two monsters for 
the special effects-heavy finale that 
should delight younger audiences. 
Poulter matures from comic relief to 
would-be hero, while Henley and 
Keynes make the most of their 
underwritten roles before they too bid 
a tearful farewell to their fantastical 
friends. Our eyes remain dry.

How to beat the big freeze 


r 


die the recent 
snowfall we’ve had 
in the UK has 
created a beautiful winter 
wonderland in many gardens, 
it may be a different story next 
year as many plants fail to 
recover from the bitterly cold 
weather. 

Leading garden charity the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) says if 
you haven’t already winter-proofed 
your garden, don’t waste any more 
time if you want your less hardy 
plants to survive the winter. Go into 
the garden and clear plants, conifers 
and hedges of snow before their 
branches buckle and snap under the 
weight. 

Guy Barter, chief horticultural 
adviser at the RHS, says: “Plants 
differ in their ability to frost-proof 
themselves and a hard winter might 
involve prolonged freezes, with pots 
and the top 20cm of the soil freezing 
solid.” 

Plants at risk include dahlias, 
fuchsias, gladioli, pelargoniums, 
canna, citrus and olives, although 
most keen gardeners will have long 
since lifted summer-flowering bulbs 
for storage through the winter and 
brought their tender specimens under 
cover or indoors during the dormant 
period. 

Barter says: “Roots are often more 
vulnerable than upper parts of plants, 
so preventing pots from freezing is 
sensible and mulching the roots of 
vulnerable plants such as hardy 
fuchsias is wise. 

“Tender plants are less able to

reduce the prospects of freezing 
damage and their cell membranes and 
structures are especially likely to 
function poorly at cool temperatures. 
In a hard winter gardeners can expect 
heavy losses unless they can give 
protection to their plants. 

“Cold winds remove moisture 
from evergreen foliage that cannot be 
replenished from the frozen soil, so 
leaves and needles are scorched and 
killed. Hard winters leave many 
disfigured evergreens and conifers.” 

The RHS offers the following tips 
to minimise damage during a really 
hard winter: 

■ Top up stocks of fuel for 
greenhouse heaters and insulate 
greenhouses and frames with bubble 
polythene. Further protection can be 
given by laying fleece over plants in 
greenhouses or frames and covering 
frames with old carpets at night or 
during severe cold snaps. 

■ Move tender plants in pots to a 
sheltered place. Greenhouses and 
conservatories are ideal, especially if 
they can be kept frost-free. 

Otherwise, wrap the pots in bubble 
wrap or bin liners filled with straw, 
cardboard or leaves, and place the 


pots against a sheltered wall or an 
open-fronted shed. 

Garages and other buildings are 
often too dark, but can be successful 
with care and luck. 

■ Go easy on watering containers - 
plants with dryish roots are better 
placed to resist cold than ones in 
soggy compost. 

■ Mulch the root zone of evergreens, 
conifers, tender shrubs and tender 
perennials with coarse organic matter 
to help exclude frost and prevent the 
ground being frozen. 

■ Keep a long pole handy to shake 
snow off hedges and trees to prevent 
the snow’s weight causing breakages. 

■ Avoid pruning in freezing weather. 
Bonfires can be fun, but do be 
considerate to your neighbours and 
don’t break local bylaws. 

■ Wrap tender foliage in fleece. Be 
aware that fleece only gives a degree 
or two of protection so consider straw 
packing inside the fleece to limit frost 
damage. 

■ Drain watering equipment, 
sprayers and external plumbing. 

■ Don’t allow liquid fertilisers and 
pesticides to freeze as this often ruins 
them. 

■ Avoid letting lifted dahlias, cannas, 
gladioli, stored vegetables and fruits 
freeze. 

■ Keep a stock of parsnips, leeks and 
other vegetables in a frost-proof place 
in case frozen soil prevents 
harvesting. 

■ On a positive note, frozen ground 
can be helpful if you need to barrow 
materials such as compost around the 
garden - just avoid treading on frozen 
grass as your footmarks will be 
visible for weeks. 



BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Christmas cactus 

They provide a burst of vivid 
colour and a touch of the tropics to 
windowsills during the worst of the 
winter weather, with flowers 
emerging from their branching and 
arching stems which are tooth-edged. 

Every Christmas cactus I’ve ever 
owned seems to have thrived on 
relative neglect, so be warned you can 
kill them with kindness by 
overwatering. Leave them alone, 
watering occasionally, don’t turn the 
plants on your windowsill or the buds 
may drop. Also, avoid putting them in 
draughts or cold temperatures - 
keeping hybrids above 15C (59F) to 
hold their colour. 

The Schlumbergera truncata, its 
technical name, comes in shades of

white, pink, red and purple and is 
generally bought from garden centres 
in bud and blooms between mid 
November and late January, 
depending on the variety you buy. 

Water them at the roots rather than 
directly into the compost. Just put the 
water into the base you are resting the 
pot in, letting it soak upwards for a 
while before draining the base, then 
water again from below when the 
compost begins to dry out. 

For good flowering provide long 
nights of uninterrupted darkness - 
which means no artificial light - in 
autumn. Just before flowering, the 
plants should be kept cool and dryish 
until the flower buds form, and then 
you can increase water and 
temperature. They can be placed 
outside in the summer in a shady 
spot.

SNOW Fairy is set to bid for more top honours over 
a mile and a quarter next year following her 
breathtaking victory in the Hong Kong Cup at 
Sha Tin. 

The Dubai World Cup at Meydan in March and the 
Queen Elizabeth II Cup back in Hong Kong in May 
are among the main options in the early part of next 
season for trainer Ed Dunlop and owner Cristina 
Patino. 

The dual Oaks winner had already won the Queen 
Elizabeth II Commemorative Cup over a 
furlong more in Japan last month and confirmed 
she is equally effective at 10 furlongs at Sha Tin 
on Sunday. 

“We can now obviously think of 10-furlong races at 
the highest level,” said Dunlop. 

“I need to discuss with Mrs Patino what we are 
going to do. 

“There are such races as the Dubai World Cup, 
there is the big race in Hong Kong in May - there 
are lots of options. It depends on how the horse is 
and what the owner thinks. 

“The rate of progress with her has been 
outstanding. She’s won two Group Ones over a mile 
and a half, Japan was a mile and three and this was 
a mile and a quarter. 

“Whether a mile and a quarter proves to be her best 
trip, who knows.” 

Snow Fairy was outstanding in the Hong Kong Cup. 
She had seven horses in front of her with one and a 
half furlongs to go, but a remarkable surge under 
Ryan Moore took her to a neck victory from Irian. 

It took the English and Irish Oaks winner’s earnings 
to more than £2million, and Dunlop said: “All credit 
to my staff who have worked so hard on an amazing 
day for the yard. 


“To do it against the colts for the first time in her life 
puts her down as an exceptional horse, there can be 
no doubt over that.” 

Moore said: “On the top of the bend I thought I had 
no chance but she quickened up so well and is an 
absolute machine to do what she did - you would 
struggle to find too many fillies that could have 
done it.” 


Mastery, the 2009 St Leger winner, scooped another 
huge prize when winning the Cathay Pacific Hong 
Kong Vase under Frankie Dettori. 

Godolphin’s four-year-old has this season been 
used sparingly, and clearly had fitness on his side 
in defeating Barry Hills’ Redwood, ridden by 
Michael Hills. 

Dettori said: “Saeed has been telling me this horse 


was flying. He’s been slow getting out (of the stalls) 
and he was again, but once I got him out and clear 
in the straight I knew nobody could catch us in the 
last 400 yards. 

“He won the Leger and is a good horse, and for a 
four-year-old he’s had very little racing. 

“The fresh legs are paying off, and my first thoughts 
would be the Sheema Classic.”
